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REMARKS 


1. On 10 August 1950 the Schoenwalde (N 53/2 66) airfield was occupied 
by about 8 twin-engine planes and 50 to 60 single-engine, low-wing 
monoplanes. (1) Some of the latter aircraft had no special marking 
on the rudder assembly, others had a blue stripe on the leading edge 
of the rudder assembly. (2) All planes were partly covered with tar~ 
paulins and parked in front of the closed hangars. 


2, Flying started at 10:50 p.m. in a clear sky, very slight wind and 
good visibility. It stopped at about 11:30 p.m. Twin~ongine planes 
made flights of about half an hour during which they were not seen 
near tho field, Pofore landing,the planes flew over the landing strip 
one time. The entire length of the landing strip was lighted before 
and during the landing by a very strong searchlight from the south- 
western end, The aireraft also switched on their landing lights which 
were fitted on the outer fourth of the left wings. (3) 


3. About six single-ongine, low-tring monoplanes practiced flying on 11 
August 1950, Description of planes: single rudder assembly; in«line 
engine; an antenna rod forward of the cockpit; a gun projecting 
beyond the rear section of the cockpits a hole, probably a radiator, 
in the leading edges of the wings close to the fusolages; a landing 
light in the middle of the leading edge of the left wings wing-length 
landing flaps which wore slightly extended at the take-off and then 
retracted; a cylindrical body, probab-ly a generator, about 30 om long, 
under fuselage aml forward of flap which was always open to the rear

degrees; two barrels in the rirht wing, one barrel and a searchlight
